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FLORIDA HAM STANDS TRIAL ON FINE NONPAYMENT 

Back in early 1983, Eugene B. Sykes, W400, of West Palm Beach, 
Florida, was fined $550 for overpower operation in the 40-meter 
Novice band. Charging deliberate second harmonic interference, a 
neighboring amateur, Henry Luhrman, W4PZV, said that when he 
moved his 20-meter phone frequency, an intentional corresponding 
change was made by Sykes in the Novice CW segment where power 
is restricted to 250 wsatts. The FCC said that field strength 
readings indicated that Sykes was running in excess of 540 watts. 

The FCC never addressed the alleged hard-to-prove intentional 
interference charge instead opting to move on the concrete Novice 
band overpower violation. Sykes never paid the $550 fine and the 
matter was turned over to the U.S. attorney for collection on 
February 2, 1984. 

Sykes countersued the FCC last May charging that the FCC 
“conspired to harrass, harm and annoy”’ him and accepted com- 
plaints that they knew to be “false or without foundation.” He 
eventually dropped the suit but asked for a jury trial. 

Gene Sykes got his wish a couple of weeks ago. Judge Lenore 
Nesbitt of the U.S. District Court for the Southern District of Florida 
presided at Sykes’ jury trial on February 14 and 15, 1985. The case 
was prosecuted by Assistant U.S. Attorney Jonathan Goodman, 
and assisted by Carol Fox Foelak, Chief of the FCC’s Washington, 
D.C. Compliance Branch. 

Sykes’ defense was that the FCC made a mistake. FCC field 
personnel detailed the steps that they went through to determine 
the overpower operation. The jury, not buying Sykes’ version, ruled 
in favor of the government. 

After determining court costs, the U.S. attorney will not draw up 
an order for the judge to sign. The federal judge will then assess the 
amount that Sykes will have to pay. It has been two years since the 
fine was levied. We tried to talk te Eugene Sykes about the trial, but 
he hung up on us.

CITY OF CORAL GABLES PASSES AMATEUR 
RADIO ANTENNA ORDINANCE 
By Manuel Reyes-Otalora, N4AJCA 

Coral Gables Radio Amateurs and the City Planning Staff 
developed an ordinance permitting the installation of amateur 
radio towers and beam arrays in the ‘'R”’ and “‘D”’ Districts of the 
city. 

After several working sessions with the City’s Planning Staff, a 
public hearing of the Planning and Zoning Board, and two sessions 
at the City Commission, the ordinance was adopted on January 22, 
1985. It becomes effective February 22, 1985. 

Amateurs wishing to erect crank-down or tilt-tower towers which 
do not exceed 35 feet in height at the top of the tower may apply for — 
a permit. The turning radius of the beam array must not encroach ° 
on adjoining properties, and towers must meet set back 
requirements as established in the ordinance. 

Amateurs wishing to erect towers higher than 35 feet must apply 
for a Conditional Use permit, a more cumbersome process. 

Copies of the ordinance are available at the Planning Depart- 
ment, C.G. City Hall.

GUEST EDITORIAL 
THE FUTURE OF HAM RADIO 
(IF THERE IS ONE) 
By Dick AAR4PP/KA4AIZ* 

You probably won’t like what you are going to read; I sure don’t. 
But, if you’re a realist, you’ll appreciate knowing about it, and if 
you are creative enough, you may be able to figure out what to do 
about it. 

Every year about this time we interview a Ham store manager or 
similarly situated business person. Somebody who makes his living 
from the Ham field — somebody who has to see what’s really going 
on if he wants to keep on eating. Usually, there’s a mixture of good 
and bad news, but this year it’s mostly bad. 

‘‘As the ARRL reports show,”’ he said, “‘the average age of Hams 
is about 49. There are no national figures on the age of new student 
novices but, in our last local series, more than half of the class was 
65 or over. Unless exposure to high radio frequencies grants im- 
mortality, we are about to witness a heavy drop in the Ham 
population. Anybody who thinks we are replacing the silent keys by 
recruiting highschoolers is kidding himself.”’ 

‘‘Aren’t you being a little negative?”’ I asked. 

“I’m being a lot negative. So would you be if you looked across 
the counter in our store for a few weeks. The market is shrinking 
drastically, and some of the importers are worrying about when 
manufacturers are going to conclude that servicing the Ham 
market isn’t worth the investment. Last year it was Drake . . . next 
year who knows?”’ 

‘‘What causes the drop in the Ham population?”’ 

“T’m a merchant, not a sociologist. But I think the appeal of 
distant communications — the romance associated with any 
communications — is disappearing. People communicate with 
computers at enormous speeds. They phone each other via satellite 
with no more excitement than when they talk across the back 
fence. Heck . . . look what happened in CB. Anybody can get a CB 
rig, no license, no call needed. Just pick up and talk. And nobody is 
bothering to do it. Check out the CB frequencies and just listen to 
the silence.” 

‘‘Would dropping the code requirement help?”’ 

‘Sure it would. We could open the UHF area to a lot of highly- 
trained people who would like to use packet radio to send computer 
programs, people who refuse to learn code. But is that practical? 
How are you going to convince certain highly vocal amateurs that 
these people reject code only because they are fascinated by 
modern communication methods and by computer-related info 
flow that CW can’t handle any more than Baudot? The CW-forever 
guys think it’s laziness or lack of discipline or something nasty and 
contagious . . . and remember, I said it might help to drop code. I 
didn’t say it would be enough to reverse the trend. I think it will 
take more than that.”’ 

So, gentle reader, what do you think that ‘‘more than that” should 
be? What do you think we should do, if anything? Write to SKIP if 
you have an opinion — I’m sure Andy will be glad to give it ex- 
posure. But please, no more stuff about CW, pro or con. Whichever 
way we go it will take fresh thinking if we are going to bring in fresh 
membership. *717 Denton Rd., Winter Park, FL 32792. 
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LETTER TO EDITOR 
Andy Clark, Editor Florida Skip: 

This is to bring to your attention a new low to which some members of the Amateur 
Radio Fraternity have sunk. 

John Beach, KA4WMX, the current president of the Orlando Amateur Radio Club, at- 
tended a meeting of the Highlands County Amateur Club on Jan. 21, 1985. The purpose of 
this meeting was to discuss the interference caused by the OARC KA4WMX/ rpt. to the 
HCARC KF4EV/rpt. on 147.645/.045 MHZ. 

KA4WMX/rpt. was put on the air by the OARC sometime in June of 1984 UN- 
COORDINATED and on 147.645/.045 MHZ. When contacted, John Beach, KA4WMX 
refused to cooperate in reducing the interference. Letters sent to OARC from HCARC 
remain ignored and unanswered. 

HCARC contacted the Florida Repeater Council but this did not help resolve the 
problem. Thomas King, WB4ILH, the Frequency Ctordinator, advised the HCARC on 
Aug. 8, 1984 that the OARC KA4WMX/rpt. would remain on 147,645/.045 MHZ. 

When John Beach, KA4WMX was introduced to members of the HCARC at the meeting 
on Jan. 21, 1985 questions were raised as to why he refused to cooperate in reducing the ' 
interference he is causing the HCARC repoeater and why he chose to operate on the same 
frequency as the HCARC repeater. We also reminded him that as Trustee of 
KA4WMX/rpt. he is responsible for its operation. His answers and attitude indicated that 
he didn’t care about the interference he is causing, that the frequency is his and he is 
going to stay on it. John Beach terminated his discussion by pulling out his wallet and 
offered the HCARC Two Hundred ($200.00) dollars to move off the frequency. When he 
received no response to his offer he closed up his wallet and brief case and went back to 
Orlando. 

It is quite evident from what has transpired that John Beach, KA4WMX and the Orlando 
Radio Club do not subscribe to the AMATEUR’S CODE endorsed by the ARRL, especially 
item ONE, which reads as follows: THE AMATEUR IS CONSIDERATE .. . he never 
knowingly uses the air in sucha way as to lessen the pleasure of others.

POWER LINE INTERFERENCE 
By Henry L. Luhrman, W4PZV 

Many amateurs are not aware that the FCC has a regulation 
concerning this interference. Section 15.25, Part 15 of the FCC 
Rules and Regulations reads as follows: ‘‘An incidental radiation 
device shall be operated so that radio frequency energy does not 
cause harmful interference. In the event that harmful interference 
is caused, the operator of the device shall PROMPTLY take steps 
to eliminate the harmful interference.”’ The FCC considers 
overhead power lines to be “Incidental Radiation Devices’. The 
radiation of interference is incidental to their primary function of 
transmitting 60-Hz electrical energy. 

With the solar flux on the decline many amateurs are turning to 
the eighty and one-hundred-sixty meter bands and experiencing 
their FIRST REAL interference from power lines. Many of the 
sources which cause low frequency interference DO NOT cause 
interference to television or the higher frequencies. Interference 
which affects television is generally only several hundred feet 
away where low frequency interference can be emanating from 
several miles away. Since very few utility interference locator men 
are knowledgeable on how to locate low frequency interference 
plus being very time consuming do not expect much assistance 
from them. For information on how to locate this interference you 
may call:

PAUSE FOR A BREATH OF AIR 

It seems that some users of repeaters are rather quick on the 
trigger when using devices. While others leave a little pause be- 
tween passing the use of the airwaves between one another, some 
feel that they just must jump right in without taking a pause in be- 
tween to see if someone else may want to either join in or try to use 
the repeater to have a message relayed. 

Repeaters are made to be used and not abused. The next time 
that you are involved in a round robbin conversation, remember to 
‘pause for a breath of air.’ This will enable someone else to come 
aboard who may be waiting patiently for a chance to use the 
repeater for their traffic or to use the autopatch (if so equipped) or 
to add to the overall conversation. 

It is good to use repeaters to contact other stations on a common 
frequency when they cannot be reached on a simplex frequency, 
but a little common courtesy never hurts. It also maintains a lower 
blood pressure among those who may be wanting to use the 
machine to ask a question or to pass some message of importance.

licenses and need not be renewed. 

Those wishing the new license should send a request to the same 
FCC field office that issued their last license whether it was a 
renewal or original license. Include your names as it appears on 
your license, your date of birth and your license number. Write the 
words “‘Lifetime License”’ above the address of the Field Office. If 
your present license has an endorsement, you must submit a copy 
of that license with your request. 

For fastest processing, applicants are urged to send.a self- 
addressed stamped envelope (SASE) with your request. The SASE 
should be at least 4-1/8’’ by 9-1/2’? with appropriate first class 
postage (2 stamps). If you want your license unfolded, enclose a 9-

field offices. Write the closest field office for details.

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PACKET RADIO AT WALKAMERICAS 
By Richard J. Martone, N4ALR 

The March of Dimes Walkamerica will be held on Saturday 
March 23, at-a number of locations states Joel Kandel, KI4T. Joel 
provided the information for this article. 

The regional director of the March of Dimes will be kept in touch 
with events occurring in several locations. In West Palm Beach 
there will be a mobile packet unit called KB4IXH, and at Ft. 
Lauderdale there will be a mobile packet unit called K4GFG. They 
will be used to communicate into Miami where there is a 
digipeater, downtown. 

The Civil Defense truck will be stationed at Miami. It will have 
the usual voice communication equipment for net controls and in 
addition will be equippped for packet radio, with a printer for hard 
copy. This Miami based unit will communicate with Ft. Lauderdale 
and West Palm Beach. 

Digipeaters will be used in the system. An advantage of 
digipeaters is that they may be linked to one another providing 
communication over long distances. 

This will be a test of packet radio, during its first use in a public 
service event. 

Packet radio is a 2-tone, computerized system; this one operating 
at a rate of 1200 baud, equivalent to 1200 wpm, using ASCII and a 
modem. 

Many styles of computers with a RS 232 port, and a dumb ter- 
minal program could be useful in building a packet radio system, 
states Joel. 

An example of a system for mobile or portable use could contain 
a compact portable computer such as a Radio Shack TRS 80 Model 
100, a GLB packet unit designed to operate at 12 V, and an ICOM IC- 
2AT Transceiver. 

A digipeater in Miami called W4NVU, and one called W4LDP-1, 
in Ft. Lauderdale, will be of use for the Walk. Not scheduled for use 
but available will be WA4ARE-1, at West Palm Beach. All of these 
digipeaters have a height of 300 ft. 

The March of-Dimes Walkamerica is done to raise funds for the 
fight against birth defects. It is 13 miles in length.

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FLORIDA REPEATER COUNCIL

The big news this month is that the FCC, in an Order adopted 
February 15 and released February 21, 1985, has lifted its 
moratorium on new repeater assignments. The Florida Repeater 
Council is therefore able to resume coordination of new systems. 

As a direct result of the FCC proceeding in PR Docket 85-22, the 
deadline for entries in the ARRL Repeater Directory was extended 
from November 1, 1984 to February 1, 1985. Several changes in 
listings have already occurred since then, and doubtless there will 
be others right up until the Directory appears in April. Changes 
received after February 1 may not be reflected in he ON ee NOE Y In 
such cases, we appeal for your understanding. 

When you receive the 1985/86 Directory, please verify your 
listing. Should there be any discrepancy, or should your pair(s) not 
be listed, please contact us as soon as possible. We have made 
every effort to ensure that the Directory listings are as acurate and 
up-to-date as possible. In the event of any discrepancy, the coor- 
dination record in the Council’s database will normally take 
precedence over the Directory listing. An accurate Repeater 
Directory can literally be a lifesaver in an emergency. 

More packet news: The Florida Repeater Council is delegating 
FADCA as the coordinating body for packet systems (digipeaters) 
throughout the state of Florida. It is intended that FADCA will 
coordinate digital systems on frequencies reserved and protected 
by the Repeater Council. The Council is proposing to protect the 


following frequencies for digital communications (including 
packet): 
2 meters: 145.000 (guard channel), 145.010, 145.030, 145.050, 


145.070, 145.09 MHz. 

220: Narrowband (16F 2/16F'3) : 221.400, 221.720, 221.780 MHz. 

Wideband (100F2/100F3, occupied band width 100kHz): 220.570 
MHz. (Note: this channel is intended for high-speed digital links. It 
will extend from 220.520 to 220.620 MHz).

input: your comments are our only means of determining the 
impact of the proposals. 

From the 220/23/33 cm coordinator: Of major concern to FM and 
repeater operations in the 23 cm band is the question of 20 MHz vs. 
12 MHz transmit/receive offset. All current repeaters (including 
the ICOM) are set up for 20 MHz, whereas the newly adopted ARRL 
Band Plan calls for 12 MHz. 

The potential impact on existing repeaters is considerable. 
Firstly, the ICOM repeaters would require a major modification in 
order to accommodate the new split. this modification would have 
to be performed by the factory in most cases as very few Amateurs 
would have access to the test equipment required. And who wants 
to modify, at his own expense, a brand new $1,000 repeater? 

An even worse problem is the ICOM duplexer. This device is 
based on microstrip technology, and is not tunable. It is designed 
around a 20 MHz offset. Another $980.00... . . 

We have discussed this topic with the Texas repeater coor- 
dinator. Since there are many 1.2 GHz systems in Texas, he sup- 
ports our contention that the band plan should, in this case, ac- 
commodate equipment already in place. It is our view that im- 
position of the 12 MHz split could cause considerable economic 
hardship to owners of existing repeaters, to say nothing of potential 
performance degradation of equipment originally designed for a 20 
MHz offset.

AMATEUR RADIO INDUSTRY MEETING IN MIAMI 

More than forty representatives of the Amateur Radio industry 
— manufacturers, dealers and publishers — met for a daylong 
session in Miami just before the MIAMI/ARRL Southeastern 
Division Convention. The subject of the meeting was how to bring 
about the kind of growth we need in Amateur Radio. Joe Schroeder, 
W9JUV, moderated the meeting. Executive Vice President David 
Sumner, K1ZZ and Development Manager Bill Lazzaro, N2CF, 
attended for the league. 

The following ideas were generally supported by the group: 

Novices need to\have more interesting privileges than just HF 
CW. Data (RTTY/Packet) and UHF PHONE (220 MHZ, perhaps) 
were specifically mentioned. 

Present CB operators are seen as a likely source of new recruits. 
ARRL was encouraged to build bridges to responsible CB groups, 
such as REACT. 

The concept of a comic book aimed at junior high school students 
was endorsed. 

A mailing to recent license expirees, followed by regular 
mailings to amateurs just before their licenses expire was seen as a 
good idea. The publications present discussed the possibility of 
joint sponsorship of such a mailing. The mailing would include a 

_form 610 with simple instructions on how to fill it out as a license 
' renewal. i. ‘ 

An industry-sponsored booth for display at the major conventions 
and hamfests will be investigated as a possible focal point for the 
hosting of non-ham attendees. \ 

Dealers will be encouraged to provide whatever support they can 
to local classes, exam sessions and local efforts at personnel with 
prospective hams. 

A pamphlet for general industry use as a stuffer in their mailings 
to presently-licensed amateur will be explored — something with 
a theme, ‘“‘Help Amateur Radio Grow — Put Back In What You 
Have Gotten Out of It.”’ 

A short layman’s guide to packet radio is needed to explain the 
medium to computer-oriented prospective hams. 

Computer magazines should be a good way to get the word about 
Amateur Radio out to computer people. 

To summarize, the meeting was positive and upbeat, resulting in 
many good suggestions for growth in the amateur service. Follow- 
up action on these items was agreed, with the progress reports to be 
made at a meeting just prior to the Dayton Hamvention.

1750 METER BAND 
By Jack Ross, KANTD 

You should hurry before summer and QRN starts and listen on 
the 1750 Meter band. It is one of those challenging endeavors that a 
few accomplish when people in the know say it can’t bedone. 

I’m speaking of the ‘‘no license’ band from 160 to 190 KHz that is 
limited to 1 watt input into an antenna not over 50 feet long. That is. 
equivalent to a 75 meter dipole 4.5 feet long. Hearing a signal with 
limits like that can be very challenging. However, Todd Roberts, 
WD4NGG, in Hilton Head Island, S.C. can hear NTD fairly regular 
over a distance of 280 miles groundwave and Jim Hagan, WA4GHK, 
Palm Bay, FL is hearing VP in N.Y. and TH in N.J. over a near 
miles sky wave path. 

Converters are on the market that will move these LF signals up 
to the broadcast band or the 80 meter band, but many of the new 
receivers and transceivers will tune down to 100 KHz. You can use 
the coax shield from a dipole as a long wire and match it somewhat 
with a 3 or 4m H inductor in series with the wire. 
Since power line noise, light dimmers, and TV_ horizontal 
oscillators interfere with these very weak signals, it is better to 
operate the receiver on batteries and get a hundred to several 
hundred feet away from all power lines. Even a large shopping 
center parking lot is good, since the power mains are usually un- 
derground. 

Most all the beacons run CW at 10 wpm or less and many LF 
types are hams looking for new interests. 

So start listening and don’t forget to QSL.
